AT POLE—PEARY 


Commander Again Says Cook 


Was Not There. 


WON’T DEBATE M AHER NOW 


Peary Declare* He Can Prove Hit As­ 


sertion and Will Discredit Cook's 


Claim When Proper Time Come*. 


Repeats He Hat Rival “Nailed,” But 


Declines to Give Details. 


B attle H arbor, Labrador, Sept. 15.— 
“I am th e only w hite man who has 
ever reached the North Pole, a n i I am 
prepared to prove it.” This statem en t 
was m ade to the rep resen tativ e of the 
Associated P ress by C om m ander Rob­ 
ert E. Peary in reply to a question on 
the Peary-Cook controversy. 
The Associated P ress tu g Douglas 
Thom as, a fte r a storm y passage up the 
west coast of 
New 
Fotm dland and 
through th e S tra it of Belle Isle from 
Sydney, arrived a t this lonely whaling 
and m ission settlem en t Monday. 
T he Thom as drew near to the Roose 
volt. 
T he ste a m er looked little the 
worse for her second trip to th e polar 
regions. Along th e rail w ere gathered 
the m em bers of 
h er 
fam ous 
crew 
am ong them th e redoubtable Captain 
Bartlett, who was at once recognized. 
C aptain B artlett invited th e Thom as 
to lay alongside and th e correspondent 
to come on board w ithout delay. T he 
correspondent 
clam bered 
over 
the 
w eather-beaten bulw arks and proceed­ 
ed direct to th e cabin to m eet th e man 
who has stood upon th e apex of the 
world. 
The com m ander’s greeting was cor­ 
dial. 
“This Is a new record In new s­ 
paper en terp rise.” he said, “and I ap­ 
preciate th e c o m p lim e n t” 
The 
correspondent at once began 
questioning the explorer regarding the 
m erits 
of 
Dr. F rederick A. C o o k s 
claim to have reached th e pole. 
The 
com m ander declared positively that he 
mould not fu rth e r discuss this subject 
until the m sin point, w hether Dr Cook 
had actually reached the North Pv>b* 
or not. had been decided by others. He 
then dictated th e following statem en t 
to the Associated P ress for publica­ 
tion: 


Will Prove Cook’s Claim False. 


“I am th e only w hite m an who has 
ever reached the N orth Pole, and I am 
prepared to prove it at th e proper 
time. 
I have already stated publicly 
th at Cook has not been to the pole. 
This I rcsfflrm. and I will staud by it. 
but I decline to discuss th e details of 
the m atter. T hese will come out later. 
I have said th at Dr, Gook s statem ent 
that he had reached th e pole should 
not be tak^n seriously, and that I have 
him n ailed’ by concrete proofs to sup­ 
port my statem en t. 
In six m onths you 
probably will get th e whole story 
It 
would not be policy for me to enter 
upon a full debate with th e subject as 
it now stands. 
T® do so I would be 
giving out m uch inform ation of which 
o th e r uses could be made. 
I intend to 
walt until Dr. Cook has Issued his full 
authorized statem ents. Up to the pres­ 
en t tim e th e re have been only new spa­ 
per accounts of Dr. Cook’s alleged 
polar trip. and these may or may not 
be accurate. W hen Dr. Cook has time 
to issue a com plete authorized version 
of his Journey will be the proper op­ 
portunity for m e to m ake public the 
inform ation which I have. After that 
th e Jury—in o th er words, th e people 
and th e scientific bodies of the w o r l d - 
wili pass Judgm ent on the m atter, and 
th ere will then be nothing left of Dr 
Cook's case but his own assertions 
th a t he has reached th e North Pole. In 
th e m eanw hile It is my determ ination 
not to deal with debates for th e rea 
sons already stated .” 
Com m ander Peary was then asked lf 
new land could have been discovered 
In latitude 84, longitude 8 6. In reply he 
shrugged his shoulders and said it was 
quite possible th at an unknow n cont! 
nen t existed fu rth e r west. He referred 
to th e land discovered by him self on 
previous trip s th a t had not yet been 
explored. 
C om m ander P eary Is done with ac 
tlve exploring. 
H e will continue to 
tak e an in terest in Arctic and Ant 
arctic exploration, but from his borne, 
and he declared th at he would with 
draw from field work. 


FIR E IN GROUND H ti LPS CROPS 


Rest Bed Bunting Near York and No 
One Can Stop It. 
York. Pa., Sept. 15.—A rem arkable 
underground See in th e neighborhood 
af W ieet’a dam, several miles w est of 
the city, which is oausing some un­ 
easiness am ong residents In th at sec­ 
tion, but which Is generally supposed 
to be a burning peat bed, is resisting 
all efforts to extinguish It. 
T h e fire w as first discovered about 
two w eeks ago by a farm er, who no­ 
ticed a vapor rising from his cornfield. 
On closer exam ination he found thin 
sm oke oozing from th e ground, and. 
digging to m e distance below th e su r­ 
face, found fire sm ouldering in a black 
substance som ew hat like soft coal. The 
fire at no place appeared upon th e su r­ 
face, and had done no dam age to th e 
crop, th e m oist w arm th, in fact, having 
made th e field rem arkably productive. 
F u rth e r exam ination has shown th a t 
the fire extends about 2 0 0 yards in a 
►trip about fifty feet wide along the 
Codorus creek. The thickness of this 
burning substance is not known, but 
several men have p enetrated it to a 
depth of twenty-seven inches, when 
beat caused them to desist. 


TAFT FAVORS 
CENTRAL BANK 


OUR FOOD SUPPLY 
IN PERIL SAYS HILL 


Declares We Will Socn Have 


to Import Wheat. 


Cbicago, Sept. 15.—W arning th at the 
United S tates may soon cease to be an 
exporter of food stuffs was given to 
the A m erican B ankers' association by 
Jam es J. Hill, chairm an of the board 
of th e G reat N orthern railway. At the 
close of th e first day's session of th e 
thirty fifth annual convention of the or 
ganization here Mr. Hill m ade an ad 
dress, in which he said: 
“The idea th at we feed th e world is 
being corrected, and unless we can in­ 
crease the agricultural population and 
their product the question of a source 
of food supply at hom e will soon su­ 
persede 
th e 
question of a m arket 
i abroad. W ithin ten years, or possibly 
less. we are likely to become a wheat 
Im porting nation.** 
'I his |H>Hsibie condition, the speaker 
said. is due to the increased tendency 
of the rural population to leave the 
fields and agricultural pursuits and to 
seek city life. In corroboration of this 
he cited the decrease in the value of 
farm lands in the eastern states and 
contrasted the conditions in European 
countries with those of th e United 
States. 
All through the a d d r e s s Mr. Hill 
sought to im press on the banker dele­ 
gates that future prosperity is to come 
in 
the 
developm ent 
of 
agriculture 
rath er than in an extension of foreign 
m ark ets for m anufactured gi»ods. 


E X P LO R E R S ARE DEM OCRATS 


Bryan Says They Are Acclimated For 
Nsrth Pole Hunting. 
Dallas. Tex., Sept, 15.— W illiam J. 
B ryan delivered an address In Dallas. 
Of th* discovery of the North Pole 
Mr. Bryan said: 
“This discussion about who discov­ 
ered th e N orth Pole h as Interested me 
considerable. Now I don’t know why 
politics should e n te r into this thing, 
but somehow I’ve w andered w hat po­ 
litical belief thoae tw o men they are 
talking about have. I believe it is safe 
to say they are both Democrats. W hy?

Discusses Monetary Situation 


in Boston Speech. 


PRAISES 
SENATOR 
ALDRICH 


The 
President 
Declares the 
Rhode 


Islander Will Lecture In Many Cities 


on the Defects and Needs of Our 


Monstary System. 


Boston, Sept. lo.— P resid en t 
T a ft’s 
first public u tterance since congress 
adjourned was m ade in this city be­ 
fore 2 * 0 0 men representing th e com­ 
bined business interest* of Boston. The 
occasion was a banquet given in Me­ 
chanics' hall by the Boston C ham ber of 
Commerce, recently form ed by a m erg­ 
er of the Boston M erchants’ associa­ 
tion and the Associated Board of T rade 
with the cham ber, and it m arked the 
beginning of the p resid en t’s 13,o00-mtle 
trip through the country. 
The features of the presid en t’s ad ­ 
dress were his endorsem ent of the 
proposition to establish a central bank 
in connection with currency reform, 
his words of high praise of Senator 
Nelson W. Aldrich, of Rhode Island, 
ht%d of the national m onetary com ­ 
mission, and his repudiation of any a t­ 
tem pt to start a sectional strife in the 
country, such as th at which he a t­ 
tributed to Governor Johnson in “( ail­ 
ing upon th e west to organize ag ainst 
th e east.” 
Among 
the 
guests 
were 
cabinet 
memliers, 
diplom ats, 
congressm en, 
clergym en and distinguished business 
leaders. 


The President’s Speech. 
Speaking of the m onetary situation, 
Mr. Taft said: 
“It Is quite ap p aren t from the sta te 
m ents of Mr. Vreeland. who Is now 
the head of the com m ittee on banking 
an*! currency in the house of repre­ 
sentatives. and from the conversations 
of Mr. Aldrich, who is the chairm an 
>f the m o n e t a r y comm ission and of the 
finance com m ittee of the senate, th at 
the trend of th e m inds of the mone­ 
tary comm ission is tow ard some sort 
of arran g em en t for a central bank of 
issue, which shall control the reserve 
ami exerc ise a power to m eet an i con­ 
trol the casual stringency which from 
tim e to tim e will come in th e circulat­ 
ing medium of the country and the 
world. 
“ Mr. Aldrich states th at th ere are 
two indispensable requirem ents in any 
plan to be adopted involving a central 
bank of is s u e . The one is th at the con­ 
li cl of the m onetary system shall be 
kept free from W all street influences, 
and th** o th er th at it shall not bv m a­ 
nipulated for political purposes. The*© 
are tw o principles to which we can all 
subscribe. 
It is quite possible th at the 
report of th e comm ission of a definite 
conclusion m ay be delayed beyond the 
next session of congress. 
M eantime 
the m em bers of the com m ission intend 
to institute a cam paign of education 
in o rd er to arouse public opinion to 
the necessity of a change in our mon 
etary and banking system s, and to the 
advantages th at will arise from p a c ­ 
ing som e form of control over the 
money m arket and the reserve in the 
hands of an intelligent body of Anan 
tie rs responsible to the governm ent. 


Aldrich to Lecture on Currency Defects 
“ I am told that Mr. Aldrich will 
swing around th e circle.’ In the p res­ 
ent fall, and will lecture in m any of 
the cities of th e m iddle west on the 
defects and needs of our m onetary 
system 
I cannot too strongly approve 
of this proposal. Mr. Aldrich, who is 
the leader of the sedate, and certainly 
one of th e ablest statesm en In Anan 
elal m atters in eith er house, has been 
regarded with deep suspicion by m any 
people, especially in th e w e s t If. with 
his clear-cut ideas and simple, but ef­ 
fective style of speaking, he make* 
apparent to the w estern people w hat I 
believe to br his earn est desire to ald 
the people and to crown his political 
career by th e preparation and passage 
of a bill which shall give us a sound 
and safe m onetary and banking sys 
tem. it would be a long step toyard re 
moving the political obstacles to a 
proper solution of the question.”
